Mr. DR.XFFIN moved to postpone the further 
consideration of the hill until Wednesday week. 

.\n engrosr^ed hill from the House “entitled an act 
to further suppress duelling.” 

Mr. P.M'TERSON moved to re-consider the vote 
ordering the bill to its third reading for the purpose 
of amending it. w hich was carried. 

He then moved to amend the bill so it would not 
take effect until the 10th day of January; and the 
hill as amended was passed. 

Mr. H.VRDIN moved to amend its title so as to 
have it read “an act to license duelling;” motion 
lost. 

Mr. HOBBS had the unanimous consent of the 
Senate to present the remon.strance of sundry citi- 
zens of IxHiisvilie against the establishment of 
another Medical School in that City; appropriately 
referred. 

Joint resolution for the adjournment of the Legis- 
lature on the 12th of February, siaedic. 

Mr. I’.ATTERSON moved to lay the resolution 
on the table, when

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Tuesday, Jan. 25, 1848. 
The House was opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. 
Waterman, of the .Methodist Church. 

Journal read by the Clerk. 

A message was received from the Senate, an- 
nouncing the passage of certain bills, dcx. 

Mr. EAKER had leave to introduce a resolution 
tendering to J. H. Green ‘the use of this Hall on 
Wednesday evening to deliver to the Representa- 
tives, and others, a lecture on the subject of gamb- 
ling; adopted. 

Petitions were presented by Messrs Carlisle, Wil- 
son, Conner, Hamilton, Blanton, Warren, Moore, 
Bowen and Lightfoot, and appropriately referred. 

The bill in^additiontotbe act for Robert Williams, 
which was under consideration when 12 o’clock ar- 
rived yesterday, came up in order at tills time. 

Mr. HARDY concluded his remarks commenced 
yesterday. He was opposed to the passage of this 
bill until further investigation had been made and 
■aore data shown , from which to make the' estima- 
tion, and ascertain the just amount. 



Mr. COLLINS gave a full statement of the case, 
and the conclusion to w’hich he came after a thor- 
ough investigation, was, that the claiin of Mr. Wil- 
liams w'as just and right, and that the passage of 
this law would be no mure tiian an act of sheer jus- 
tice to him. 

Mr. BOULWARE had been informed that Mr. 
Williams had been already fully compensated, and 
therefore he was opposed to the passage of this bill. 

Mr. NEWELL thought this bill should be passed. 
He had acted on the committee, and was acquainted 
with the facts of the case, and thought it a contract 
between the Slate of Kentucky, of the one part, 
and Mr. Williams, of the other part, which liad been 
violated by tlie State to tlie liuiiiage of Mr. Wiiliams 
to a large amount, and tlie passage of this bill would 
be but an act of justice. 

Air. Al()( )BE tlioiiglit as tlie comiuittce bad in- 
vestigated tlie matter tliorougbly, and as it was a 
committee in which ilie House liail confidence, the 
members should not stop to make a personal iiives- 
ligation, but should rely upon the report of the com- 
mittee, and vote for the bill. 

Air. HUGHES agreed with the gentleman from 
Rockcastle, (Air. Aloore,) that as the committee hud 
reported a hill, he was willing to vote lor it, and paj’ 
a just and honest debt due from the Slate of Ken 
lucky, to Air. Williams. As it was an honest debt, 
upon whicli the House was sitting as a jury, he was 
for acting according to the evidence submitted to 
the committee, and rendering a verdict in accordance 
with common justice. 

Air. R. II. FIELD moved to recommit to the com- 
mittee, with instructions to hear further proofs from 
the members of tlie Board of Int. Imp. 

Air. Wl.NTEKSAirni was opposed to tiie re- 
commitment, because the committee had already re- 
ceived, ill an aiillieiitic manner, all the information 
which could he dericed from the Board. He dis- 
cussed the matter at length: he hud examined the 
case thoroughly, and his opinion, free from sympa- 
thy and prejudice, was, that the passage of the hill 
was demanded by justice. 

Air. WRIGHT tliouglit there was .some little dis- 
crepancy between the assertions of different mem- 
bers of the committee, and lie thought it better to 
re-commit it. 

Air. BUSH did not think it necessary to rc-com- 
niit, but if gentlemen were not re idy to vote upon 
it, he hoped that it would be made the special order 
for some future day. 

Air. SPEED was not ready to vote for the passage 
of the bill; he wanted more lacts in the case. He 
was not unwilling to vote for any appropriation that 
was demanded injustice; Imt lie wa.s not fully sat- 
isfied what course should be pursued in this case, 
until more facts were sliown to liim and tlie House. 

Air. R. II. FIELD tliouglit as there were facts 
wiiich were not before the House, it would be no 
more than justice to re-coinmit it. 

Air. U()1..LI\S would not oppose tlie motion to 
re-cuminit, and he hoped that gentlemen who appear- 
ed to feel an iiifere.st in tlie matter wjouuI appear 
before the committee; the motion to re-commit was 
then carried. 

Air AlcKIN'N’EY of the committee on Enrollments 
made a report. 

Air. (.’OAIBS said. Air. Speaker — 1 take leave to 
announce that, by permission of the House, -n 
Thursday next, at 12 o’clock, I shall have the 
honor, on behalf of the surviving Officers and Sol- 
diers of the gallant 2nd Regiment of Kentucky 
Volunteer Infantry, to present to this Assembly, 
as tlie Representatives of tiie people of Ken- 
tucky, tlie tattered and torn flag, sprinkled with 
blood, which waved so gloriously over their heads 
in the great battle of Buena Vhta; and which was 
recaptured from an overwhelming force of the ene- 
my by that heroic Regiment, and brought back in 
triumph to Kentucky. 

Air. PRICE — Education — a bill to abolish the 
militia system and to revise and permanently estab- 
lish Common Schools in this Commonwealth, willi 
an amendment to the first section; read, when 

Air. BUSH moved to refer to the committee of 
the Whole and make it the special order for Wednes- 
day week; carried. 

Air. PRICE, a hill to incorporate the Lexington 
Female Institute; read and passed. 

.Mso, a bill to incorporate the Cove Spring Acade- 
my in the county of Boyle; read and passed. 

A message from tlie Governor, announcing his 
approval of certain bills, &.c. 

Air. DUN'CAX — Afilitary .Affairs — a bill to ex- 
empt from militia duty tlie volunteers to tlie war 
in Mexico, wilii an opinion that it ouglit not to pass; 
read, when 

Air. t'O.MBS hoped tliat some memlier of tlie 
committee would state to tiie House tlie reasons 
whicli had induced tlie committee to report against 
tlie bill He was in favor of tlie passage of tlie bill, 
and unless lie could liear some good reasons wliy 
those wlio liad .-erved tlieir country so gallantly and 
bucce.sslully, should not be exempted from again en- 
tering tlie •• corn stalk” militia, be should vote tor 
the bill. I’here was not a soldier who had .served thirty 
days ill the Alexican War, who did not know more of 
the duties of a soldier, than tliose who liave served 
in the “corn stalk” militia from tlie age of 18 to 4.'). 

Air. DUNC.AN said it was tlie first time tliat lie 
liad presented liimself to the House to make any re- 
marks. 

Tliere were several reasons tliat influencod tlie 
coniiniUee in making a report adversely to tlie liill, 
and one was. tlie committee believed that tliose 
who liril .served tiieir coiiiilry in Unit war, did not 
demand or desire any )iersonal privileges. As one 
of tlie number wlio lind served tlicre, be felt unwil- 
ling to liave tlie State exempt liim from those duties 
wliicb slioiild l»e geiier.ll and universal. . 1’liose who 
had been to Mexico as .soldiers, liad become ac- 
quainted llioroughiv witli military tactics, and many 
of tliem would doiiblles.s be (iroiiioled to tlie milita- 
ry offices, and tliiis improve llie militia system. It 
bad been a jdeasure to liim to serve liis country in 
tlie war; lie hud done it from principles of duty, and 
of patriotism, and not jor such paltry exemptions. 
Those wlio liad served tlieir connlry in tlie Revolu- 
tionary, or tlie J.ule war, liad never been exempted 
from tins duty, and wliy slioiild tliose wiio liad served 
in tlie Alexican war! 

Air. (.'OAIBS said tiie passage of tins liiil would 
not prevent tliem from serving; tliey would yet be 
allourd to. 'I’lie oiiject was to do lionor to those 
who, like the gentleman from Nelson, (Air. Duncan,) 
had served tlieir country so noldy and gallantly. 
Even if tliey do again enter the militia, wliut grounds 
have they to suppose tliat their merits will he recog- 
nized by tlie (iovernor! He hud known cases, where 
men who Intd served their country in the f ront ranks, 
have been overlooked by tlie Governor, and men 
who could not command a corporal’s guard, been 
appointed to tlie high militia offices. H is desire was 
to do them honor, and place upon record .this bill, as 
an evidence of the gratitude of the State. 

Mr. DUNC.W said he had no doubt fiut tliat ^ve- 
ry soldier who had served in the Mexican war felt 
that he was amply rewarded in the respect of his 
countrymen, and did notask the exemption from du- 
ty proposed by this bill. Several of tliem who 
served in tiie war, had said to him that they did not 
ask or desire to he exempted from any duty; they 
ask no privileges above their fellow-citizens; they 
place their claims upon higher grounds, and there is 
not one of them willing to have the bill passed. 

Mr. BOULWARE offered to amend by striking 
out“Mexican war,” and inserting “Late war,” 

Mr. SMITH hoped the gentleman would withdraw 
his amendment.

Air. BOULWARE said he was aware the gentle- 
man from Fayette (Mr. Combs) had served in the 
late war and ne wished to do him a favor, 
j Air.

A bill to repeal in part and amend in part, the 
law to protect the rights of married women, wa s 
also passed over by consent. 

.A bill giving the action of trespass to the widoi v 
and heirs of persons killed; read. 

Air. SAHTII advocated the bill at length, upon the 
ground that it would have a tendency to prevent 
the commission of the crime of manslaughter, which 
had come to be a common offence, since it was diffi- 
cult and almost Impossible to procure a conviction of j 
the perpetrator of the offence, owing frequently to | 
the influence of money. ! 

Air. 'I’OWLES opposed the bill upon the ground j 
that it gave a civil remedy for a criminal offence, 
and would place a wife and children at the bar of a 
Court of Justice to deinanil a pecuniary compensa- j 
tion for the blood of a husband and father. ! 

Air. ELLIOTT discussed the bill at length, upon i 
the ground among others, that the manner of the se- ; 
lection of a criminal jury was such that it often gave 
the criminal an opportunity of selecting a jury upon 1 
whicli he may previously have operated by his mo- I 
ncy,or otherwise; and that if he should even be ac- j 
quitted by that jury, if this bill was passed, it would | 
give the widow and children an opportunity of bring- 
ing him before another jury,«lifferently selected and | 
composed of better men, and at wliose hands the • 
criminal might receive a pecuniary punishment for 
his ofl’ence. , 

.Mr. H.AXS(3N opposed the bill upon tha grounds ■ 
tliat it was placing a prire upon liumaii life. That j 
tlie reason of pre.svriliing acriminul punishment for 
j tlie commi.ssion of maiisiaughter, was because hu- 
1 man lile was above any pecuniary compensation. ' 
He was unwilling to say upon llie statute book that 
tliere could be a price (or hmnati blood, or that a 
leife could be conqiensated for tlie loss of an affec- 
tionate liusband, or llie child rewarded for tlie loss 
of u kind father. But the loss does not fall alone 
upon them; the (fommoinvealih has sufl’ered by the 
loss of u citizen, and she demaiui.s the punishment 
of the criminal as her only satisfaction. He thought 
it would he disgraceful to the Commonwealth to 
puss this bill. He discussed the bill at length. 

Air. COLLINS offered to amend, by allowing all 
matters to be given in evidence that could be given 
ill an action of trospas.s vi et amis. 

He was of the opinion that tlie matter should be 
investigated, as he believed tlie principle a good one; 

! and he was desirous of having the bill perfected, and 
I for that purpose, he moved to commit it to the com- 
mittee of the Whole, and make it the special order 
for Thursday next. 

.Mr. HUGHES offered the following, which was 
adopted : 

Resolved, That the Conimiltec on the Judiciary ! 
he instructed to enquire into the propriety of pass - 1 
iiig a law to require plaintifl's or complainants in 
vexations suits at law or in Chancery, to givesecu- 
I rity for costs, and that tliey report by bill or other- 
I wise. 

I R> sol v(‘d f Hither, That sakl committee be instriict- 

' ed to enquire into tlie exi>edicncy ot passing a law 
to require plaintiffs inactions for trespass, assault 
and battery, and actions for slander to pay the costs 
of the suit, where the damages a.ssessed by the jury 
do not amount to more than §>5, and that they re- 
port by bill or otherwise. 

'I’lie House adjourned. 

Remarks of Air. T. D. BROWN of Hardin, in com- 
mittee of the whole, on the bill to amend the 
revenue law: 

Mr. Chairman: — .A member of the committee re- 
porting this hill to the House; and constituting as I 
do the minority of the committee in that report, I 
feel called on, after what has been said in the course 
of the debate it has given rise to, to say a few words 
in defence of my own position, and in reply to re- 
marks made by some gentlemen who advocate the 
bill. 

The act, which the bill proposes to repeal, and 
known before the country as the “specific taxation 
law,” has been denounced as wrong in principle, 
unjust in its operations, anddisgracelulto the statute 
book. I regret that some gentlemen, not content 
with an expression of their views in relation to the 
bill, have thought proper to transcend, in my opin- 
ion, the legitimate range of debate, and impute 
unworthy motives to those who have considered it 
their duty to oppose the passage of the bill. In re- 



ply to such imputations, I can only say, that I in- } 
lend to exercise the rights which belong to me as 
the Representative of my constituency, and perform 
what I shall conceive to be my duty to them, and the 
Commonwealth, although such a course may incur 
the odious imputation of demagogism. In the 
course of my participation, in the legislation of the 
country, I have never called in question the motives 
of any gentleiiian for his support of any measure. 

I do not intend that any imputation, which shall be 
made against the motives of myself, or those who 
civoperate with me, in opposing the passage of this 
bill, and preserving tlie revenue system of tbe (.Com- 
monwealth, shall, in the lea.st decree, influence my 
action as a public agent. I have but one rule by 
which I am governed, in both private, and pnlilic 
relations; and that is, to pursue the honest dictates 
of iny judgment uniniiidfvil of conse(|iiences. We 
find the law, which the bill proposes to repeal on 
tlie statute book, making a part of the revenue sys- 
tem of the Comniouwealth, and liiniishing the .•^uin 
of .'§13,000, annually to the Treasury. Repeal it, 
and from what source, and in what way will yon 
supply the deficiency that will be produced. 

Gentlemen declare their readiness to vot'* for di- 
rect taxation, sooner than retain a hnv, which tliey 
have been pleased to term tedious and degrading to 
the ('oniinonwealth. It has been said tbit the law 
conflicts with the Constitution. I can find nothing 
in tlie law wrong in policy, or that conflicts with the 
provisions of the (Con.stitiition. Tbe right to inipo»e 
specific taxes, is one that lias been frequently re- 
cognized, and exercised by the Legi>laturt*. I 
would feel obliged to tbe gentlemen I'roni the coun- 
ties of Henderson and Aleade, it they will reler me 
to the clau.se of tiie State (’oiistitnlion, wbicb pro- 
hibits the exerci.se of such a power. 

The principle and policy of specific ta.xatiun has 
been repeatedly recognized by the Legislature. 'I’he 
act, which the hill proposes to repeal, was passed by 
a former Legislature as a revenue measure. It has 
received the sanction <d siihseqiieiit lA'gisIatiires. 
Other acts have been passed iniposihg specific taxes; 
and if the principle is so unjn.si, why do not genlle- 
inen introduce a bill to sweep the system from the 
statutes of Kentucky. 

I am in favor of tlie law wliich the bill is intend- 
ed to repeal, because I do not consider it either un- 
constitutional or wrong in its practical operutiimon 
the country. It does not impose a tax on any of the 
articles necessary in the practical aflairs of life. It 
does not tax tbe implements of agriculture and In- 
dustry, but articles of pleasure, of oniaineni and 
pride! The gentleman, (Air. Towles.) from Hender- 
son, seems to indulge seriously, the apprebension 
that it this specific taxation law is retained, that it 
will form the “entering wedge” to a grievous system 
of taxation in Kentucky. In support of his posi- 
tion he has thought proper to quote us the opinions 
of the Rev. Sidney Smith, in relation to the sys- 
tem of taxation in Great Britain. I cannot per- 
ceive the propriety of quoting the opinions of a 
citizen of Clreat Britain in the discussion of a reve- 
nue measure in this House! The gentleman appre- 
hends that if the law is not repealed, it will be the 
means of e.stabfishing a system of taxation in Ken- 
tucky, comprehending every thing, from the “bra.ss 
nail on the coffin, to the riuhons of the bride.” If 
the gentleman was a citizen of that despotic gov- 
ernment, from whence he gets his authority for be- 
lieving specific taxation wrong, he might with greater 
propriety indulge his fears. The one is a despotic 
and tyranical government, in which the supreme 
power is held and exercised by the few, oppressively 
to the great mass of the people. The other, is a 
Republican Government, established upon the prin- 
ciple of “man’s ability for self government;” the 
supreme power residing in the hands of the great 
body of the people, and every citizen participates in 
tlie passage of laws, and in the administration of the 
(lovernment, through his public agent. I will en- 
quire of tbe learned gentleman, from whence he de- 
rived the powers he exercises upon this floor! Did 
he not have them delegated to him by his constitu- 
ency in the county of Henderson! Through the 
gentleman then, as their public servant, they partici- 
pate in the enactment of laws intended for the com- 
mon good. It is absurd then to suppose any sys- 
tem of taxation can be established in this Govern- 
ment without the consent of the people! Such a 
system of oppressive taxation as alluded to by the 
gentleman, cannot be established, and exist in a 
government directed and controlled by a free people. 
It may exist in a government^ such as he has gone 
to for his authority, for his action here. 

While the right isguaranteed to all, of consulting 
their own feelings and tastes in reference to the ar- 
ticles of luxury, and pride, it is at tlie same time 
clearly the constitutional right of the I»egislature to 
select objects of specific taxation. 

Gentlemen who have denounced the act of 1843, 
taxing specific articles, have declared their willing- 
ness to vote for direct taxation to supply the defi- 
ciency in the revenue, which would be produced by 
the repeal of the law. No man is more fully pre- 
pared to meet the responsibilities which devolve upon 
him, than myself; hut I am not prepared to give up 
a good revenue measure, that I may manifest my 
willingness to meet responsibility by voting for di- 
rect taxation. Whenever it shall become necessary 
to vote for increased taxation for the purpose of 
sustai.ning the honor and credit of the (’oniinon- 
wealth, no man will meet that re.sponsibility more 
promptly than myself. But no such necessity exists, 
and I fur one, cannot consent to cut oft' sources of 
revenue to produce such an event. 

A little attention to the practical operations of the 
act of li!43. which the bill under consideration pro- 
poses to repeal, as presented in the Second Audi- 
tor’s report, will sliow that llie greater portion of the 
revenue obtained under it, is from those sections of 
the State in which most of the public money has 
been ap|iropriatcd for Internal Improvement purpo- 
ses. This, in my jiidgnient, proves an important 
consideration in favor of the act. Thus far the law 
is just and right in its operations. It does not inter- 
fere with the indulgence of the fancies and lasts of 
any, but only imposes a slight tax on articles cla.ss- 
ed among those of pleasure, ornament and luxury! 
The Treasury of the State is not in a condition to 
do without tiie money derived from this specific taxa- 
tion. We h’arn from a reference to the proper au- 
thorities, tha^ the amount estimated to be received 
in the Treasury at the end of the present fiscal year 
is about §19,000. Repeal the act of 1843, and we 
cutoff from the 'I’reasury .§13,000, leaving only a 
balance of §(>,000 to meet contingent expenses. 
Are gentlemen, then, prepared to embarrass the 
Treasury by repealing the law! 

I appeal to that portion of the members of this 
House, who are for economy in legislation, and de- 
sire to see the honor of the State maintained, with- 
out a resort to increased taxation, to vote against 
tbe bill, ami retain the act it is intended to rejieal, 
as a part of the revenue .system of the State. We 
will not then incur the responsibility of having di- 
minished the resources of the government, and of 
having resorteil to direct taxation to supply the 
Treasury.
